duplicate allowable claims and typographical errors. The duplicate claims includes the following: claims 22 and 36; and 20 and 34. 
Newly amended claim 18 and newly presented claims 33, 36, 38 and 40-43 presents new issues since applicant claims the at least one 
ultrasonic transducer or the at least two ultrasonic transducers are part of the draw tower yet applicant claims these elements are 
coupled to the draw tower.
